tration. Rodriquez ordered Captain 
Ismodes, chief of the machine-gun 
section quartered at the palace, to 
relinquish the command to a new 
chief 


Phones for Troops 


Ismodes, pretending to follow the 


orders, telephoned presidential 
quarters for troops, locked himself 
in a tower and trained machine guns 
on the palace entrance until sol- 
diers arrived to assume strategic 
positions about the palace. 


Rodriquez's death at the hands of 


Rizo Patron, leader of the first 
troops to arrive, apparently ended 
the movement A few aides and re- 
tired General Cirilo Ortega were 
associated with Rodriquez, a com- 
munique said. 


Rodriquez, considered one of the 


president's staunchest friends and 
supporters, escorted Benavides to 
Callao Saturday when a party of 
government officials boarded a na- 
val transport for a three-day holi- 
day.

Speaking during consideration of 


legislation to extend the life of the 
Reconstruction-Finance corporation 
from June 30, 1939, to Jan. 15, 1941, 
Wolcott said: 


"It is not a healthy state or safe 


condition when we give the presi- 
dent or any other individual, the 
untrammeled right to perform an 
act that might be interpreted as an 
unfriendly act on the part of the 
United States." 


Congressman Ford (D-Calif.) dis- 


puted what he said was an intima- 
tion by Wolcott that a $25,000,000 
Chinese loan by the bank had been 
made to the Chinese government 
Ford quoted Chairman Jesse H. 
Jones of the RFC as saying the loan 
was made for private purposes and 
would not be used in any way for 
purchase of war materials. 


Wolcott announced that Repub- 


licans would offer an amendment 
to the RFC bill that would prevent 
the president from stopping RFC 
lending without the advice of the 
corporation's directors. 


He said the president "almost in 


defiance of a mandate of congress," 
stopped RFC loans to small busi- 
ness in 1937 and did not permit 
them again until the spring of 1933. 


Wolcott is chairman of a special 


Republican committee studying the 
question of renewing emergency 
powers of the president which ex- 
pire in the next few months.

Be A Careful Driver 


Difference Of Opinion 
Basically Geographical 


The significant differences that do 
exist in regard to American foreign 
policy are not partisan. They" are 
not class differences. They are not 
ideological. They are not due to hy- 
phenated allegiance. Though there 
are traces of all these elements, the 
basic difference in American opin- 
ion is geographical. 
The United 


States is a continental nation,,and 
at the beginning of any discussion 
about foreign relations there is a dif- 
ferent approach by the people of the 
Atlantic Seaboard, the-Pacific Sea- 
board, the Pacific Seaboard, and the 
great inland territory of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. 


This is not a new thing in Ameri- 


can life. It is an old. thing, realized 
by every one when he stops to think 
of it, but often forgotten in the heat 
of debate. It should not be forgot- 
ten. For only by remembering the 
controlling influence of geography 
on American opinion can, we really 
know ourselves and attain a na- 
tional opinion. 


There were fifteen votes cast in

Is it strange that the people of

Is not 
that the reason why Senator Clark, 
of Missouri;* Senator Nyc, of North 
Dakota; Senator Capper, of Kansas, 
and Senator Taft, of Ohio, think as 
they do think—that the way to 
make America secure is to s't still 
in the inviolable security of the 
American interior? And are they 
not right as long as they keep their 
eyes fixed 
on the regions 
from 


which they come—as long as they 
do not look beyond the mountains 
which enclose the valley? 4 


But the peoples of the two sea- 


boards, and that includes the whole 
cotton and 
tobacco producing 


South, are, like peoples 
every- 


where in the world who live on the 
frontier, much more immediately 
sensitive to what happens abroad. 
Mr. Hiram Johnson, of California, 
is known as a great isolationist. But 
he is no isolationist like Senator 
Clark. Senator Johnson wants sola- 
tion from Europe. But he has never 
been much of a pacifist or very 
shrinking where Japan was con- 
cerned. For California faces the 
Pacific.

ministrator Elmer F. Andrews pre- 
dicted today that wider ase o. 
"guaranteed 
annual wage" con- 


tracts by seasonal industries might 
result from the fair labor standards 
act. 


A guaranteed annual wage con- 


tract is one under which employes 
are paid on an annual or semi-an- 
nual basis. Under the wage-hour 
act such employes cannot be re- 
quired to" work more than. 1,000 
hours in six months or more than 
2,000 hours 'in one year. 


Andrews based his prediction on 


a formal memorandum prepared bv 
Calv'ert Magruder, general counsel 
for the wage-hour division, inter- 
preting two sections of the law. 
The memorandum was intended to 
serve, Magruder said, as a guide +c 
the administrator unless the courts 
direct otherwise.

Now, 
the president has certain 
reasons for disagreeing, and they 
are entitled to consideration. 
For 


one thing, the Gallup poll, which 
has been so uniformly accurate, re- 
ports this week that Mr. Roosevelt's 
popularity is 58 per cent, which'is 
higher by three points than it was 
last November and higher than it 
has been with few exceptions since 
1932. 


Basic Argument 


Thi^ matter of personal populari- 


ty, however, is not the basic argu- 
ment on the president's side. 
His 


deep-seated conviction is that, no 
matter how many Republican seats 
were gained last autumn, the ma- 
jority of the voters are still wedded 
to what he interprets as the "liber- 
al" cause. Indeed, wrapped up in 
that particular approach to 
the 


question is the origin of the presi- 
dent's disagreement with his col- 
leagues. He might even be made to 
believe that there were general or 
national influences at work in the 
last election, but he will not concede 
that the majority of the voters were 
aware of national issues in 1938 or 


• would in 1940 exchange * "liberal" 


Democratic for "conservative" Re- 
publican rule. 


Mr. Roosevelt knows, to be sure, 


" that In 1936 he had the 
over- 


whelming support 
of 
organized 
labor. He cannot believe that, how- 
ever dissatisfied the A. F. o£ I* 
members may be with some aspects 
of the labor board, they would be 


compromise with "liberalism", and 
the only kind of compromise each 
side really wants is absolute sur- 
render by the other. 


If Mr. Roosevelt had been con- 


vinced that the country was really 
turning thumbs down on "liberal- 
ism" and was moving over to what 
he cnlls the reactionary side, 
he 


might have been disposed to make 
concessions, but he feels that to do 
so when majority sentiment does not 
plainly Indicate its disapproval of 
his purposes is to betray true "lib- 
eralism." 


Political Maneuver 


Perhaps one of the things 
that 


sticks in.the president's mind is the 
way'the Republicans on the stump 
last autumn told audiences that they 
favored New Deal "objectives," but 
not the New Deal "methods." Mr. 
Roosevelt fears this may be but a 
political maneuver, something like 
that which the Republicans worked 
in 1920, when many of them, includ- 
ing Charles Evans Hughes, former 
President Taft and Elihu Root, told 
Republicans to vote for 
Warren 


Harding bccanuse the latter favored 
American entrance into the League 
of Nations, but with "reservations." 
after the election was over, Mr. 
Harding insisted the result meant 
a complete repudiation of 
the 


league, reservations and all. 


If the Republicans win in 1940, 


will they, having got votes on the 
platform of New Deal "objectives," 
say after a victory that the people 
had completely repudiated even the 
objectives of the 
New Deal and 


proceed to repeal the social legisla- 
tion which "liberals" on the Demo- 
cratic side are fighting to preserve? 


Cleavages 


In the answer *o this fundamental 


question lies the key to the cleav- 
ages which are arising. Mr. Roose- 
velt intends to fight for "liberalism" 
even if his defeat is encompassed 
by conservatives within the Demo- 
cratic ranks in coalition with con- 
servatives on the Republican side. 
When 1940 comes, he will either run 
himself, or make the supremo battle 
for a candidate who can fight for 
"liberalism," someone like Robert 
H. Jackson, the present solicitor 
general. And. as for the would-be 
candidates on the Democratic side 
who are lukewarm to Mr. Roosevelt 
and plan to seek the support of the 
conservatives in the party, they will 
find the Roosevelt political machine 
fighting them tooth and nail unless 
they embrace the Roosevelt objec- 
tives wholeheartedly and manifest 
in the next year or sod their fidelity 
to those objectives. 


Maybe this cleavage means a third 
party, with liberals drawn from the 
Republican and from the Democrat- 
ic side. Such a split may even mean 
the election of a Republican con- 
servative in 1940. but there are few 
who will venture to say what it 
could mean in 1944, with Franklin 
Roosevelt plainly the leader of such 
a "liberal" coalition and able per- 
haps to win the nomination of the 
Democratic party on a "liberal cru- 
sade." Clearly, what is going on in 
Washington now is not to be sim- 
plified as just presidential stubborn- 
ness or pique, but as something so

SCHLAFER'S 
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Argument That Wisconsin Taxes 
Are Driving Wealthy Residents 
To, Other States Still Is Live Issue 


(Poet-Crescent Madison Bureau) 
* Madlwm — The often repeated 
charge that Wisconsin's taxation 
and other governmental policies arc 
driving 
business and industries 


from the state and into more hos- 
pitable climate is again receiving 
the attention of the legislature this 
winter. 


In innumerable campaigns, of- 


fice-seekers have made the charge, 
and defended themselves against it 
Wisconsin taxes on business and 
manufacturing are too high, the 
argument goes. So rather than sub- 
mit to the exhorbitant levies, busi- 
nessmen are leaving Wisconsin arid 
taking their plants and capital with 
them. Most frequently called upon 
to defend himself and his admin- 
istration from this accusation in re- 
cent years has been the three time 
governor of the state, Philip F. La- 
Follette. 


The subject has popped up fre- 


quently in the first six weeks of 
the present session, notably in the 
dispute over the abolition of the 
department of commerce set up oy 
the LaFollette administration. 


Started Survey 


The department of commerce, the 


legislature was informed by Direc- 
tor William F. Ashe of Kaukauna, 
had launched an intensive and im- 
partial study of Wisconsin taxation 
policies as compared with rival in- 
dustrial stales with a view to nail- 
ing the question down with facts. 


When the Republican-Democratic 


coalition persisted in )(s desire to 
wipe, out the department, Progres- 
sives charged that the present ad- 
ministration was alarmed lest the 
result of the study show that Wis- 
consin taxation is fair and that the 
cries of the LaFollette opponents 
about high taxes on business were 
unfounded. 


The administration, partly in an- 


swer to this charge, consented to 
Ashe's suggestion that the tax study 
be continued, even though the de- 
partment which instigated it is on 
its way out of existence. With an 
expenditure of $15.000, the director 
explained, the study could be fin- 
ished within the next six months. 
The tax commission will supervise 
the work, with the consent of Gov- 
ernor HciL 


That the question still vrcmains a 


live one was indicated, however, 
by the 
appearance of widespread 


support for a measure now in the 
legislature which would set -up a 
legislative interim committee to In- 
vestigate the reasons for business 
emigration, if such a fact is found 
to exist, and to suggest remedies. 
To be called "the industrial fact- 
finding 
commission," the group 


would also be empowered to try to 
attract new industries to Wisconsin, 
and to gather such pertinent mate- 
rial as may be available for a re- 
port to the legislature itself. 


Millionaires Move 


A new wrinkje in the discussion 


of Wisconsin taxes and its effect on 
business 
was given a legislative 


committee recently when Dr. C. E. 
Albright of Milwaukee, one of Wis- 
consin's wealthiest and best-known 
business figures, asserted without 
qualification that at least 10 of nis 


millionaire friends had derated 
Wisconsin as a place to live because 
of excessively high income and in- 
heritance taxes. 


"They 
found 
that it costs too 


much to live in Wisconsin," he ex- 
plained. 


Most of them went to Florida, 


changed their legal residence, with 
the.rcsult that their estates will not 
be probated in Wisconsin and the 
state will lose huge chunks of In- 
heritance taxes, he said. 


Albright, who was chairman of 


Ashe's advisory council on the de- 
partment of commerce, warned the 
committee that he too may leave 
the state if remaining within it 
proves to be too expensive.

THE SUBJECT OF GAMBLING 


At last the present legislature will 


give some attention to Wisconsin's ancient 
and foolish Blue Law prohibiting as a 
criminal offense every wager howevei 
trivial and irrespective of a purpose that 
may be only amusing. 


We do not pretend that the drawing 


of a new measure upon this subject is as 
•imple as writing a note. 
The inter- 


.views published in the Post-Crescent last 
•week with members of the senate and 
assembly from hereabouts indicated not 
only a conflict of opinion but that the 
subject is involved and demands patience 
in its study and care in its handling. 


The bill to license slot machines at a 


certain amount a year does not meet the 
Issue. Slot machines were bad because 
they were more crooked than moderate 
language can express. Public opinion rose 


- up against them because of their dis- 


honesty and the long train of sharp prac- 
tices that grew up with them. 


We think the legislature should start 


cut with the conviction that betting small 
change is not iniquity, and should add to 
that the further proposition that all over- 
reaching is iniquity. 


Wisconsin must not forget that it has 


become one of the largest summer resort 
states of the nation. And it should take 
every step that is fair and reasonable to 
maintain that position. It need not think 
with all the severe competition that it 
•will hold its place without attention to 
material factors. 


What harm or wrong is there in per- 


mitting the summer resort country to 
have Keno or Bingo nights? There is 
hardly anything more depressing than a 
rainy night at a summer resort or any- 
thing more exhilarating than a game of 
the sort mentioned to wipe out its blight.

A DISTINGUISHED REFUGEE 


One of the consequences of tyranny 


abroad has been the intellectual enrich- 
ment of those lands that have served as 
places of refuge for scholars, scientists 
and religious leaders who, for racial or 
other reasons, have been compelled to 
leave 'totalitarian states. The 
United 


States has enjoyed its fair share of the 
benefits of the exodus of 
enlightened 


leaders of thought from the dark corners 
of Europe. 


Among the refugees 
in the United 


States today are two former heads of Eu- 
ropean nations, former Chancellor Bruen- 
ing of Germany, and Eduard Benes, who, 
until the tragedy of Munich, was the 
president of Czechoslovakia, and who ar- 
rived in New York the other day. 


Eduard Benes is a weary, disillusioned- 


little man upon whose shoulders rests the 
burden of a great drama, who has taken 
part in the fashioning of a nation, and 
who has sat with hands tied while that • 
nation was betrayed and dismembered. 
Now he is an exile, his life work broken, 
separated, perhaps forever, from the land 
which he loved and served so well, often 
at the risk of his life. 


At least, however, he is among friends, 


people who admire him for his lofty char- 
acter, his partiotism and his ideals of 
democracy.

CAUSES OF FLU 


Since' Pfeiffer discovered the in- 


fluenza bacillus in the course of 
the epidemic of 1889-90 the influ- 
enza bacillus has been regularly 
found ^present 
in the nose and 


throat secretions in cases of rhini- 
tis accompanying "grip" or "flu," 
but not in common rhinitis. 


Pfeiffer's bacillus was considered 


responsible for such grave compli- 
cations as pneumonia, meningitis 
and septicemia in the epidemic of 
1918-19. But in'the course of the 
1918-19 epidemic 'pathologists were 
able to show that something else 
besides the Pfeiffer bacillus played 
a role in the causation of influen- 
za. They passed material from the 
mouth washings of five patients ill; 
of influenza thru a Berkefeld (un- 
glazed porcelain) filter, which pre- 
vents passage of bacilli, ascertained 
that the filtered material contain- 
ed no bacilli, dried and pulverized 
t and succeeded in 
producing 


ypical mild influenza by spraying 
he material in the nose with an 
atomizer. 


Hogs are subject to a disease re- 


sembling human influenza. 
The 


disease is due to a bacillus resem- 
bling Pfeiffer's 
bacillus AND a 


virus, which passes thru a Berke- 
eJd filter.

Almost all players arc familiar 


with the signal known as a "high- 
low" or "echo." Usually this valu- 
able dcx-ice, consisting of a discard 
or follow suit play of a high card 
followed by a lower card, shows 
that the defender holds exactly 
two of the suit or that he wants 
that suit to be continued for rea- 
sons of his own. Thus, in almost 
every case, when a defender "cch- j 
oes," he is asking his partner to ' 
lead that suit.

One of them concerns 
the trump echo. It often is vital 
for one defender to know just how 
many trumps his partner originally 
had.

Is Just Another Income Tax 


BY WESTBROOK FEGLER 


News York—That which I am about to write may not be received as 


good news, but don't blnmc me because, after all. it comes from the 
treasury department. 


Would you like to guess, or should I come straight to the point, that 


we now have a federal income tax on the earnings of millions of toilers* 
in the lowest brackets who think they arc exempt be- 
cause congress has said that they shall be and be- 
cause they do not have to puzzle over formal returns? 


It is a surprise tucked away in the instruction sheet 


of the individual income tax return. The news is 
broken in this form:—"Tax withheld or paid under 
Section 801 of the Social Security act for or in behalf 
of the employe is a federal income tax." 


This means that the move to widen the base of the 


income tax has been accomplished quietly in another 
law, and if this statement or purpose were not enough 
to establish the fact there would be corroboration in 
the Social Security act itself, where the deduction 
from the employes* wages to pay their share of the 
security bill is frankly described as "income tax on 
employes."

Aryans in India campin; beside 
river. 
Men of science have found "lost 


cities" in India, also the remains 
o? people who lived in the Stone 
Age. Careful work has been,done 
to learn facts about India's early 
history, and we know some things 
of importance. 


The nsme "India" grew out of 


an old word meaning "river," and 
we may say "India" mean "Land 
of the River." The great river of 
early times was the Indus, in the 
northwestern part of the country. 


Like the Nile, the Indus has a 


flood each year. When the flood 
goes away, it leaves rich soil on 
both sides of the river. It also 
gives water which can be held over 
for growing crons. If it were not 
for the yearly flood, almost all of 
this part of India would be a des- 
ert. 


The first great cities in India, 


so far as is known, were in the 
valley of the Indus. We call two of 
them Harappa and Mohenjo Daro, 
and both are believed to date back 
at least 5.000 years. 


The people of those once-buried 


cities had two-story homes which 
v.-ere built with red bricks. The 
most important building located at 
Mohenjo Daro seems to have been 
used as a public bathing place. 


The people of both those cities 


used two-wheeled carts 
probably 


drawn by, oxen. They wore jewel- 
ry made of silver, gold and ivory. 
They made woolen and'cotton cloth, 
and their food included fish, and 
shellfish, also beef, mutton and 
pork. 


In very early times, most people 


in India seem to have had brown 
skins, in some cases so dark as to 
to be nearly black. Then came the 
invasion of the white-skinned Ar- 
yans. 


The Aryans who Invaded India 


are believed to have had their 
homeland near the shores of the 
Caspian sea. From 
there 
they 


spread southward to Persia and 
southeastward to India. 


When the white Aryans met the 


brown-skined natives of Tnda, a 
great deal happened. We shall speak 
of that tomorrow.

In mild weather the bear, skunk 


and 
jumping mouse are 
often 


awake and active and, to a lesser 
extent we may occasionally find a 
woodchuck, or "groundhog" or even 
a chipmunk wide awake through 
the winter. The soundest sleeper in 
this group of hibernators appears 
to be the striped ground squirrel, 
"gopher," to most of us. 


Can't Stand Cold 


The ground squirrel spends the 


winter in its nesf, a side chamber 
off the long winding burrows un- 
der ground. Part of the burrow is 
filled with seeds which the gopher 
family feeds on before they drop 
off into their deep sleep and upon 
awakening in spring. These animals 
cannot survive zero weather and, 
if the nest is too shallow or if the 
frost 
penetrates 
deep into the 


ground, many of them die during 
their hibernal sleep. 


Another of the squirrel group, 


the chipmunk, is considered a hi- 
bernator, in most of the state at 
least, because we seldom see them 
about after Ocotobcr or before the 
first of April. Like the gopher, the 
chipmunk stores great quantities of 
food in its underground den. Seeds 
of 
various cultivated and 
wild 


plants, grain and nuts are its food. 


Our other squirrels, the fox, gray, 


red and flying, will often remain in 
their dens for many days during 
severe winter storms. Some of this 
time is spent in sleep but as soon 
as the storm is over they become 
active again and so they cannot be 
called hibernators. The flying squir- j 
rel appears to dislike the cold more 


thnn the rest of the group and is 
the least active during the winter 


Like Green Food 


The woodchuck, or groundhog 


belongs to the squirrel family, bu 
unlike the rest of his tribe he does 
not put in a store of food for the 
winter. When it is time for them 
to den one or two will "hole up' 
in a snug corner of their burrow 
and sleep until spring. They pre- 
fer green vegetation and growing 
roots and grain, so perhaps that is 
why they don't.store food. 


From its habit of traveling by 


frog-like leaps the jumping or leap- 
ing mouse gets its name. This lit- 
tle animal spends the winter in 
holes underground or in hollow 
trees. Sometimes, but not always, 
food is stored in these nests. They 
usually remain underground for six 
months of the year but it is be- 
lieved that not all of this time is 
spent in sleeping. 


The bear, raccoon and skunk are 


three hibernators who make no pro- 
visions for winter'beyond fattening 
up for their winter's sleep, which 
by the way, is not at all as pro- 
found as that of the woodchuck, or 
ihe gopher. When it is time to go 
into winter quarters they choose a 
secluded, sheltered spot. A bear's 
'avorite den is the hollow formed 
by an uprooted tree. Often a bear 
scrapes into the hollow a stack of 
dried leaves, to make his bed more 
comfortable. 


Red Bat Stays Here 


Raccoons like to travel and live 


n company and through the win- 
:er a whole family can be found 
comfortably sleeping in a hollow 
ree. Skunks spend the winter in 
a burrow, either one of their .own 
making or the deserted home of a 
voodchuck. 
They line their nest 


grass and leaves. The period of 


ime spent in hibernation depends 
upon the severity of the winter. 


In Wisconsin we have three spe- 


:ies of bats, the big brown, the lit- 
le brown and the red bat. The last- 
named is the one we most often find 
n winter, hanging by its toes in a 
profound sleep in some attic or 
hed Some bats migrate to warmer 
climates when winter approaches 
)ut the red bat usually remain 
icre all the year. 


Last whiter my husband brought 


lome two red bats which he found 
n the shop where he works.
